The  Largest  Schooner  Afloat. 
:\i  is  ra.  to-day,  the  largest  schoon- 
er ever  built,  will  he  launched  at  Nn. 
Weymouth,  from  the  well  known  ship- 
yard of  Mr.  N.  Porter  Keene,  where 
she  has  been  in  process  of  consi  ruc- 
tion for  the  past  four  or  five  months. 

The  vessel  is  owoed  by  Capt.  Geo. 
B.  Hussey  and  others  of  Providence, 
R.  I.  She  will  be  commanded  by 
Capt.  Hussey,  and  will  be  engaged  in 
carrying  cotton  between  Galveston 
ar.d  Providence. 

The  dimensions  of  the  vessel  are  as 
fellows:  Length  on  keel,  196  feet 
6  inches;  on  dsck,  232  feet;  width, 
40  feet  10  inches  ;  depth,  18  feet  8  in. 
She  is  fitted  with  four  masts,  and  an 
engine  for  working  capstan,  pumping 
and  hoisting  sails,  cargo,  etc.  She 
will  be  manned  by  about  ten  men.this 
number  being  about  one  half  of  what 
w auld  be  required  to  work  a  ship  of 
the  same  size.  The  craft  has  been 
christened  "Haroldine."  Her  carrying 
capacity  is  jjoo  tons.

tent servants  over  again. 

Such  days  leave  LitUe  time  for  pleasure 
the  instruction  of  their  children;  Indeed, 
they  never  think  of  that.  Tho  children  are 
left  completely  to  themselves,  running  ov 
the  house  in  n  state  of  nature,  wallowing 
the  mnd,  among  the  stones,  or  in  the  wuU 
not  fearing  tbe  hot  rays  of  tbe  son,  and 
soon  learning  to  wnlk  without  leading 
strings.  Happy  for  the  mother  when  he 
young  ones  reach  tbe  nge  of  seven;  they  ni 
then  sent  to  the  parish  school,  whleh  is  no 
established  in  every  town  nnd  villnge. 
might  well  be  imagined  that  some  wome 
would  abaohuely  refuse  such  an  existenci 
but  not  one  seems  to  harbor  the  thought.
